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ALBERTA BUSINESS TRENDS 

Alberta farmers' cash receipts totalled $340. 7 million tothe end of May, an in- 
crease of 25% over receipts during the same period of 1971. Sales of livestock and products 
showed the largest increase, from $166 million to $205 million, while cash receipts for grains 
and field crops rose from $101 million to $110 million. 

The value of manufacturing shipments inthe province was $860.7 million during 
the first five months of 1972 as compared to the 1971 figure of $753.8 million. Oil refinery 
production to the end of April was almost 33% higher than last year; Alberta breweries pro - 
duction was up 21%. Sales of packing plants to the end of May increased 27% over 1971 to $236 
million; cement production rose 10% over this period. 

May figures for the petroleum industry show acontinuing upward trend with pro- 
duction of crude oil up 22% and naturalgas 13% over last May. Over the January to May period 
the value of sales of crude oil reached $552 million, natural gas sales totalled $129 million. 
During the same period the value of sales of propane amounted to $20 million, butane $9 mil- 
lion and sulphur $8 million. 

Coal productionin Alberta over the first five months of 1972 totalled 4.4 million 
tons valued at $19.4 million. The comparable figures for the same period of 1971 are 3.5 mil- 
lion tons and $16. 2 million. 

The value of building permits issued in Alberta reached $245 million to the end 
of May, an increase of $34 million over the same period of 1971. Residential and Commercial 
permits showed increases of $32 million and $20 million respectively; Industrial permits de- 
creased $2.5 million in value; Institutional and Government permits were down $16 million. 

The buoyant condition of the provincial economy is reflected in consumer atti - 
tudes; over the January to May period, retail sales rose approximately 15% above last year. 
Sales of new motor vehicles in Alberta increased by 34% to $158 million. 

The Consumer Price Index for Edmonton-Calgary rose 0.3% between May and 
June to reach alevel 4.2% above that of a year earlier. Since the previous month, the housing 
index moved up 0.3%, transportation component 0.9% and the recreation, reading index 0. 2%. 

There were approximately 29,000 persons unemployed in June out of a provin - 
cial labour force of 709,000. The unemployment rate decreased to 4.1% from 4.2% the pre- 


vious month.

SURVEY OF WORKING CONDITIONS AND FRINGE BENEFIT PLANS - 1971 


A comparison of the data from the Alberta Bureau of Statistics recently published ''Survey of Working 
Conditions and Fringe Benefit Plans - Alberta - 1 August 1971" with the data from a similar survey in 1969 indicates 
that the practices of Alberta employers with respect to the standard work week arrangement are largely unchanged. Most 
employees in Alberta industry continue to work a five day standard work week with the seven and one-half hours per day 

-- thirty-seven and one-half hours per week arrangement being the most common for office employees and the eight 
hours per day -- forty hours per week arrangement being the most common for non-office employees. 

With regard to a vacation plan whichincludes an arrangement for afour week paid vacation aftera des- 
ignated period, 89.0% of office employees and 76.9% of non-office employees covered inthe 1971 survey are employed in 
firms which offer a four week paid vacation: this compares to 82.1% of office employees and to 73.0% of non-office em- 
ployees in the 1969 survey. The number of firms with office staff offering a four week paid vacation after specific per- 
iods of time has risen from 45. 2% of firm coverage in 1969 to 51.9% in 1971. The same trend is evident infirms with 
non-office staff where 48. 1% of the firms covered in 1971 offer a four week paid vacation, compared to 42.6% in 1969. 
The most common paid statutory and public holiday arrangement in both survey yearsis apackage of tenholidays per year. 

According to the 1971 survey, most employees in Alberta receive overtime pay only, rather than re- 
ceive paid time off or a combination of paid time off and overtime pay, for overtime work performed on a standard work 
day, a statutory or public holiday, and a non-scheduled work day which is not a statutory or public holiday. The majority 
of firms reporting in the 1971 survey designated the availability to employees of a private group pension plan, a group 


life insurance plan, and a basic and an optional/supplementary health services insurance plan,

As at December 31, 1971 there were 86, 347 miles of highways and roads in Alberta. Of 
this total 16,952 miles were graded, 61,239 miles were gravelled, 2,109 miles were oil treated 


and 6,046 miles were paved. 


Sales of toilet preparations (including baby products, beauty preparations, make-up prep- 
arations, fragrance preparations, hair preparations, manicuring preparations, oral hygiene 
products, personal cleanliness items, shaving preparations and miscellaneous preparations) in 
Alberta totalledin excess of $32 million during 1970. This compares to the previous years sales 


of $29 million. 


Total operating revenue of the 11 cable television companies in Albertawas approximately 
$1 million for the fiscal period ending August 31, 1971. Total operating expenses amounted to 
$700, 000 resulting in a net operating income for the year of $300,000. The average monthly 


number of employees was 50, 


A total of 1,576 Canadian immigrants reported Alberta as their province of destination 


during the first quarter of 1972. The comparable 1971 figure was 1,931. 


During the academic year 1970-71, total net retail sales of the 19bookstores in Alberta 
located on the campuses of universities and other post-secondary educational institutions was 
$4,170,000. Employment at campus bookstores totalled 94 during the last week of November; the 


gross annual payroll for the year was $461, 000. 


Alberta manufacturers reported sales of 350,000 tons of fertilizer in 1971 an increase of 


32% over the previous year's total of 265,000 tons. 


The value of marketable production of the 282 firms classified tothe crude petroleum and 
natural gas industry in Alberta during 1970 was $1.3 billion. Salaries and wages paid to the 
13,436 employees of these firms totalled $138.5 million. The value addedto the provincial econ - 


omy was $1,272 million during the year, or 80% of total value added by the industry for Canada.
